The mamouth onterprieo of connect- 
ing Lakes Huron and Onlario by 
means of a ship canal from Colling- 
wood to Toronto, is assuming a 
tangible form. Tho eatimatod cost of 
tbo work is 835,000,000, every cent 
of ■which will bo immediately subscrib- 
ed whon tbe Ontario Government 
makes a grant, to the company of 10,.. 
000,000 acres of wild land lying north 
of Lakes Huron and Superior. A 
monoy-eubsidy ib not asked; The 
parties representing tho company in a 
memorial to the Legislature of On- 
tario argao that tho iutorosts of com* 
meroo demand and warrant tbo oon>« 
straotion of the canal ; and thoy al- 
lege that it will greatly promote tho 
commercial and general interests of 
tho Dominion by shortening and im* 
proving tho communication with tho 
Northwestern portion thoroof and the 
moro distant regions of Ruperts Land 
and British Columbia. The company 
will be composed of loading capitalists 
in, Europe and Amcrioa, and tho 
■oheme includes tho enlargement of 
tho canals now in existence on tho St 
Lawrence river. The result of tbo 
undertaking will make Chicago, al- 
ready tbo grain market of tho West, 
an ocean port,, and shorton tbo dis- 
tance between that city and tho ocoan 
{via tho St Lawrence) by nearly a 
thousand milos. Competent engineers 
report upon the feasibility of the 
Bobemo ; capitalists stand ready with 
money ; and tho Government of On- 
tario bos but to take oaro that the 
"Western States — whioh will bo bone- 
fitedin a corresponding degree with 
the Dominion— contribute their sharo 
of the land-subsidy, and the bargain 
may be easily struck and tho work 
commenced. 

Nearly tbe last Act in tbe late ses- 
sion of the British Parliament was to 
amend tho law relating to the regis- 
tration of ships in British possessions. 
The governor or offioer of a British 
possession may, from time to time, 
with tho approval of the Seoretay of 
State, mako regulations providing 
that on an application for registration 
under tho Merchant Shipping Act, 
1854, in that possession, of ovory ship 
not exceeding 60 tons burden, tho 
registrar may grant, in lUm of a certi- 
ficate of registry by that Aot, a certi- 
ficate of registry to bo terminable at 
the end of six months or of a longer 
period. Notwithstanding tho Mer- 
chant Shipping Act, a ship registered 
nndef the now regulation is to be 
deemed a registered British ship. 
Surveyors may bo appointed for tho 
inspection of such ships, and tbo stat- 
ute is to bo road as one with the Mer- 
chant Shipping Act of 1854. 

A LARGE NUMBER of perBODS, all of 

high Bocial, politioal or commercial 
position, went from Halifax by rail 
iately, to tho opening of tbe Drum-, 
mond Colliory, at Bicton, the proporty 
of the Inter-Colonial Coal Company. 
AH the parties had a pleasant timo. 
Thoro was a ball, also a dinner and 
speeches. Mr Howe made a speeoh. 
The Halifax Chronicle says very littlo 
about tbo opening, but tho Colonist 
remarks : — 

" After repentod calls, Mr Howe 
roBe and mado ono of the most extra-" 
ordinary speocbos ovor heard from 
him.

it was the duty of all to remember the 
hundred years of peace and concord and 
forget the two or three years of bick* 
tring and strife." 

The Toronto Globe contains an 
obituary notico of Sir Cusack iionly, a 
gentloman well and favorably known 
in Canada for his connection with tho 
railway enterprises of tho Colony. 
Tbo deceased knight diod on 30th of 
Septembor, at his rosidonco in Clove* 
land squaro, London. Acoording to tho 
Globe, he first beoarno known as tho 
secretary of tbo Eastern Counties lino, 
an offico which ho filled while Mr. 
Georgo Hudson was still tbo loading 
potentate of railways. Ho was aftor- 
•wardi closely connootod with tho 
Grand Trunk Railway of Canada, and 
with Irish and Couiinontial railway 
enterprises, his long exporiouoo of all 
matters appertaining to railways ren- 
dering his sorvices valuable whon any 
new BOhomo had to bo launched or 
any grand plan of operations to bo 
accomplished. A few months ogo Sir 
Cmnck published a voluminous work 
relating to railways, in which an iro- 
menBO nambor of iaots and anecdotos 
were presented in a readablo form.

Tho French Cod fisheries of Newfound* 
land are on the northern coast, and con- 
stitute the sole industry of that part or 
tho island. Accounts this year aro un* 
favourable to the hardy toilers of the sea, 
the hauls beiug neither frequent nor large. 
The business usually done at tho port of 
St Pierre, amounts to about fourteen mil- 
lions of francs a year. The cost of tho 
Government in this little island only 
amounts to §G0,0fJO annually..

The Gwrnale di lioma brings tho text of 
tho Apostolic letter addressed by tho Pope 
to all tho bishops of tho East wtio are not in 
communion with the Holy See :— His Holi 
ncss, turning his eyes towards those churches 
which formeily depended on the Apoatolic 
See by tiea of unity, deplores tbo schism 
which has so long separated .them, end re- 
calls to thoir memory that at the commence- 
ment of bis pontificate ho addressed to those 
ohurcbes words of peace and charity. Al- 
though lbo laws have as yet produced no re- 
sult, bo docs not despair of one day finding 
Heaven listening to his humblo and forvent 
prayer in this regard, lie seizes the occa- 
sion of tho approaching council again to con- 
jure tho bishops willingly to repair to that 
assembly, as their predecessors in past times 
did to tho Council of Lyons, under Grogory 
X., and to that of Florence during Iho pouti- 
ficuto of Eugcnius IV., in order, Bays his 
Holiness, that the rules of ancient charity 
may be revived. The same journal publishes 
a second apostolic missive, by which the 
Sovereign Pontiff excommunicates by unme 
and with all solemnity tbe priest Cicino Riu- 
aldi for having retained, notwithstanding 
warnings from his Holiness, the functions of 
judge in the self-styled monarchy. 

« Lynch Law" iu Madrid, 

(Madrid (Oct. 4) Correspondence of London Times.) 

A terrible deed of summary popular justice 
was perpeira'cd in Madrid last evening. A 
aargeant ot aitillery implicated in the plots 
which led to the futul outbreak of the 22d of 
June, 18GG, had botrayed and denounced his 
accomplices, nod bad been rewarded by 
Narvaez with tbe rank of ollicer. This man 
was with Novaliches at Alcolea, and after 
defeat endeavored to mako his escape into 
France, ilo was, however, recognized and 
arrested at Saragossa and sent nB a prisoner 
to the Junta at Madrid. Tho Junta ordorcd 
him to be shut up in a military prison; but 
on his way to his dcstioaiion bo fell into the 
bands of some of tho friends of his botrayed 
victims, by whom he was put to death, the 
assembled populaco lending a hand to the 
murder. There is no doubt as to the man's 
deserts and it ia questionable wbotber there 
oould have been any other way of bringing 
him lo justice, 

Booty ol tho Revolutionists. 

(Madrid (Oct 7) Correspoadoaco of Paris Uberto.) 
On tho first news of the Cadiz revolution 
the intendent of the palace, it is said, took 
possession of the jewels belonging to the 
crown. Only 17,000,000 in Spanish stock 
and 450,000 francs in coin had boon dis- 
covered, when ihcro were accidentally found 
in a loft tho crown, tho sceptre and some 
minor jewels, which it was sought, it is re- 
ported, to abstract. There were also fonud 
in a loft in a now quarter of Madrid fifty- 
one eases containing jowefs and precious ob- 
jects belonging to i\l Gonzales Ilrnvo, or at 
least declared to bo his. Finally, at tho mo- 
ment when the priest of tho Chapel Royal 
of Atocha was about, it is said, to fly, they 
arrested him ami deposited with tho Central 
Junta tho jewels and ornamoDts of tho Vir- 
gin of Aicchn, of great valuo, and which be 
was about to carry off.
